Innovation on display 
at Analog Devices

WILMINGTON - On October 
5, the Chevrolet Volt zapped 
its way to an appearance at 
Wilmington’s Analog Devices. 
The Electrical Engineering 
Times, an electronics indus- 
try trade magazine, spon- 
sored the event, as part of a 
national “Drive for 
Innovation” tour. Organizers 
have sought out national engi- 
neering leaders, such as 
Analog, in order to gather 
ideas for the growing electric 
and green vehicle markets. 

According to Maria 
Tagliaferro, Analog’s 
Director of Global 
Communications, the compa- 
ny is a market leader in elec- 
tronics engineering. She said 
the company has produced 
semi-conductor chips, a type 
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of circuitry used to transform 
the world of electronics. 

Analog, founded in 1965 in 
Massachusetts, has also been 
a leader in industrial applica- 
tions, digital cameras, build- 
ing automations, robotics, 
and sports technology in addi- 
tion to semiconductor manu- 
facturing. 

Analog also assisted in 
vehicular technology, which 
is one of the reasons why the 
EE Times chose Analog as an 
essential site to bring the 
Chevy Volt. 

“More than ten percent of 
our sales are in cars,” said 
Tagliaferro. 

She said the “Drive for 
Innovation” tour representa- 
tives, as well as Analog, 
encouraged employees to 
Place Post-It Notes on the 
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being demolished.” 

MacDonald seeks to prevent 
demolition of the current high 
school, and build a new high 
school on a separate site. 

“You do not knock down a 
$30 million building that is 
structurally sound,” said 
MacDonald. The $30 million 
figure is his estimate on the 
value of the high school build- 
ing. He believes the town 
could generate income from 
the rental of the space, quot- 
ing a figure of $75,000 month- 
ly. 

MacDonald then switched 
midstream into reiterating 
his concerns about an oil leak 
from an underground oil tank 
on the high school property in 
the mid-1980s. The plan would 
lock the remaining contami- 
nated soils, which exist at 11 
to 13 feet below grade, under- 
neath the parking lot and 
sidewalks in the proposed 
school site. The soil will not 
be disturbed during construc- 
tion. 

Caira asked MacDonald to 
either ask a question or get 
back on topic, at which point 
MacDonald implored resi- 
dents not to fund the “scam 
high school project” through 
MSBA because it will benefit 
Wall Street. MacDonald 
called the project a “colossal 
disaster,” and called the 
members of the building com- 
mittee “hack politicians.” He 
even brought a sign saying 
the same. 

Caira called for civility from 
MacDonald, and with 
MacDonald continuing to yell 
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Volt with new ideas on green 
vehicular technology. Some 
were facetious, _ others, 
though, were fascinating— 
using paint as the car’s power 
source, for instance. 

Doug Maranville, a repre- 


sentative from Chevrolet who F 


was present during the event, 
said he foresees a potential 
partnership between Analog 
and  Chevrolet’s Mass- 
achusetts branch in market- 
ing the Volt, as well as possi- 
ble new products. 

“Since Analog is local, and 
we're a local store, we’re def- 
initely open to that,” he said. 

Maranville also said he 
expects an explosion in elec- 
tric vehicles. 

“There’s been a lot more 
advertisements,” he said. “It 
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Employees of Analog Devices place sticky notes on the car, 
which have written on them, ina ideas the employees would 
like to see for future generations of electric cars.

It is interesting that like 
myself, Sarah retained her 
maiden name as a middle ini- 
tial after her marriage to 
Cyrus Carter in 1874. Was it 
an act to maintain indepen- 
dence? Or a tribute to her 
parents and heritage? To me, 
realizing she kept the name 
that had defined her since her 
birth in 1832, is an intriguing 
window into her personality 
Sarah very well may have 
been an independent type of 
woman. She didn’t marry 
until she was 42 years old, 
and subsequently did not have 
any children. What then did 
her life encompass in the late 
1800’s, if nota family? She 
lived during the suffragette 
and temperance movements, 
a time of empowerment for 
women. I fancy that beyond 
her daily tasks of keeping a 
home, Sarah devoted herself 
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to ‘improving her mind’, 
through reading, music, and 
lectures. 

She also lived through the 
struggles of the Civil War, so I 
believe she was a_ frugal 
housekeeper. Records show 
she was also a shrewd busi- 
ness woman. She and her sis- 
ter, Sabra Jaquith, loaned 
$800 to Algernon Weymouth in 
1897, as a mortgage on his 
property on Chestnut Street. 
The deed notes that Sarah 
required the borrower “keep 
the buildings insured.” 

She was able to save a tidy 
fortune of $6,000, which she 
generously donated upon her 
death in 1907. The endowment 
fund is to be used in perpetu- 
ity for “maintaining courses 
of lectures for the benefit of 
the people of Wilmington.” 
What better way for a child- 
less woman living during the 
nineteenth century to leave 
her mark on society?

Who was 
D.j. Carter? 
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We know very little about 
Sarah; her birth, marriage 
and death dates only imply 
what in reality was surely a 
full life. But we can imagine 
the personality of an intelli- 
gent, hardy, economical, and 
perhaps strong-willed New 
England woman, with dreams 
of a future for her neighbors, 
for her town, and for herself.

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A look back at yesteryear in Wilmington 
A Bostonian writer 


Editor’s note: The following 
article was published in the 
Boston Evening Transcript 
on Oct. 17, 1923. The writer 
never mentions the town, but 


it is Wilmington.

There is a town about 35 
minutes out of Boston, much 
like a hundred other towns in 
the country surrounding the 
Hub, the name of which would 
make no impression on the 
comopolitan until he was told 
that it was on the Lowell road. 
Then he might evince a feeble 
interest and say, “Oh, yes, 
yes! I passed through there 
once on my way to a funeral’ 


It is a town with an unnamed . 


Main Street and no sidewalks. 

On a back road, a few miles 
distant from this busy centre, 
is one of those unspoiled 
white farm houses, not yet 
discovered by the tourist. It 
attracted my attention one 
day when I was exploring a 
nearby:;swamp that was filled 
with a delightful confusion of 
dried stalks like candles set in 
a tall candelabra and milk- 
weed pods that gave promise 
of ideas for Christmas pre- 
sents aplenty. 

Going up to the house, I 
jerked at the old brass knock- 
er, and immediately received 


‘ one of those characteristic 


New England welcomes 
which makes one wonder why 
people say, “The South is 
warm; the North is cold!” 

The New England farm- 
house with its traditional par- 
lor used exclusively for 
“funerals, weddings and 
Sabbath afternoons” is no 
myth. This particular home 
contains just such a one, mea- 
suring perhaps 15’ x 15’. 

When I attempted to sit 
down with dignity on a red 
plush piano stool that stood in 
front of a square piano with 
yellowed keys, I teetered per- 
ilously. My hostess clutched 
me by the arm just in time, 
conducting me with profuse 
apologies to a more stable 
looking seat. 

A delightful attic odor made 
me inquisitive. I traced its 
source to a homemade book- 
case. built into the wall near 
the fireplace, which was filled 
with books brown with age 
and minus their side covers. 
“Oliver Optic’s Museum,” 
“Sweet and Twenty,” 
“Familiar Quotations,” “War 
with Spain,” “From the Log 
Cabin to the White House,” 
“Story of the Wild West,” 
“Wolf Run of the Forest 
Glen,” and in one corner, four 
huge Bibles, comforting yet 
accusing. There was also a 
volume of “Personal Memoirs 
of U.S. Grant,” books that

HSA CHANGES FOR 

Small inflation adjustments for 
next year have been announced for 
health savings accounts and on the 
out-of pocket spending limits in the 
high-deductible health plans 
(HDHP) that go with them. 

The deductible HSA contribution 
limit creeps up just $50 to $3,100 for 
individuals with self-only policies 
and to $6,250 for those with family 
coverage. People 55 or over by the 
end of 2012 may add up to $1,000 
more. 

In order to contribute to an HSA, 
one must be covered by a qualified 
HDHP. Minimum policy 
deductibles remain at $1,200 for 
singles and $2,400 for family cover- 
age. There are, however, increases 
in maximum out-of-pocket costs: a 
$100 rise to $6,050 for singles; a $200 
rise to $12,100 for families. Those 
out-of-pocket costs cover 
deductibles, co-payments and 
other such expenses, but not pre- 
miums. Distributions from an HSA 
are tax- free when they cover med- 
* ical expenses, even some over-the- 
counter medications.

A little cupboard over the 
fireplace contained more 
books. One of those I asked to 
see, it was so curiously long. 
“My grandfather’s account 
book,” explained my hostess, 
indicating the object. “He was 
a carpenter.” 

A Tale that is Told 

Visions of taverns, long 
pipes, oxen and high stage 
coaches were brought to mind 
by the entries in this old book. 

1809: 

To one day’s work . . . 1.00 

To makeing a coffin for Mrs. 
Tucker . . .4.00 

One quarter of lamb, 8 Ib. at 
7c Ib... 56 

To mending a spinning 

To makeing a coffin for your 
wife . . . 3.75 

To a small bedstead (a new 
arrival?) .. . .75 

(These were numerous. ) 

To one card table . . . 4.00 

For two barrels cider. . . 2.00 

To makeing a_ coffin, 
stained, and a glass 

(which he found). . . 3.65 

To makeing a coffin for his 
child . . . .84 

To one pair of shoes. . . .75 

To makeing beetle . . . .25 

For one cow . . . 15.00 

To one oxen yoke .. . .65 

(This item today would cost 
$20 or thereabouts. ) 

Among the many treasures 
of the house were a calico 
stamp of a carved pattern 
made on a block of wood, a 
marble solitaire gameboard, 
an old hymnbook published in 
1771, and rare pewter on the 
sideboard in the dining room. 

A gilded ball-frame mirror 
with a lead-and-oil painting 
on the upper part of the glass 
hung on one wall, and beside 
it, a burnt-wood sketch of a 
wild horse with a flying 
mane. Nearby were samplers 
of wood in all colors; some 
had the alphabet, some were 
mottoes “Help One Another,” 
“What Is Home Without A 
Mother,” and some _ had 
worked on them the Christian 
names of the family. 

A sleek black cat strayed in, 
looked at me sleepily and 
retired at my hostess’s feet. A 
curly-haired black cocker 
spaniel followed, looking 
more like a rag carpet than a 
dog. His mistress called him 
Toby. 

The modest little couch, on 
which were patchwork pil- 
lows, and the two chairs and 
rocker were evidently mem- 
bers of one family; each arti- 
cle was dressed in black 
satin. Beside one chair on the 
floor was a stereopticon, the 
popular Sunday afternoon 
game of the late 80’s. On the 
piano stood a kerosene lamp 
on a square doily worked in 
colored string. Under the 
piano was a small old-fash- 
ioned bass viol made in 1811. 

As we talked, my hostess’s 
enthusiasm gradually rose to 
a level with mine, and she 
flew from one object to anoth- 
er, as eager to exhibit as I was 
to receive. She put into my 
hands a pair of straight last 
square-toed Newton ties that 
were made before the Civil 
War. They were lined with a 
cerise goat leather, and their 
heels had been sewed on by 
hand. The next minute she 
arrived with an old leather 
fire bucket that had the sur- 
name painted on one side, 
and on the other, a gaudy pic- 
ture of a house afire and 
brave men extinguishing the 
flames. The latter sketch 
gave me a vivid idea as to the 
daring of her “men folks,” 
who had all been members of 
the Volunteer Fire 
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The John Harnden house, from the North Wilmington Nurseries brochure sat at the end of High Street on Woburn Street 


until 1956 when it was burned to make way for Rt 93. 


Department. 

I looked around the room for 
but one more thing to com- 
plete the picture: the family 
album. It was handed to me 
by my hostess. “That’s my 
great-uncle, one daguerreo- 
type of a stern-looking man 
with a fierce mustache elicit- 
ed the information: “He was a 
Forty-niner.” She paused and 
sighed, then said, “He never 
came back.” 

Pine trees beckon 

I was totally void of an 
answering sympathy; my 
attention had been diverted to 
the little square Cape Cod 
windows with their almost 
human blinds! Into them, like 
inquisitive children, peeped 
scarlet runners. Travelling 
further on, my eye catching a 
distant view of cone-laden 
treetops that seem to climb 
an endless hill, terrace fash- 
ion, made me eager to 
become better acquainted 
with the place. 

A long ell connecting the 
house with the barn was clut- 
tered to the window-tops with 
miscellany of no actual use. 
There was an old-fashioned 
high bicycle, a complicated- 
looking lawnmower, a car- 
riage sled with a bell tied to a 
string (for baby’s amuse- 
ment), and a hundred other 
such treasures of the eigh- 
teenth and nineteenth cen- 
turies. 

I then learned that one of 
my hostess’s uncles was Asa 
Sheldon, the contractor who 
leveled off Pemberton Hill in 
Boston. 

“Asa wrote an autobiogra- 
phy; I'll fetch it for you.” 

With forgivable pride, she 
handed me “The Life of a 
Wilmington Farmer.” 

“Take it along with you and 
return it when you're fin- 
ished!” Then she cut short my 
efforts at expressing appreci- 
ation by intimating that for 
her to have shown me was 
like “tendin’ bazaar.” 

“Asa’s homestead’s - still 
standin’ about fur miles from 
here, she said. “So’s the 
blacksmith shop he moved 
from Boston.” Given direc- 
tions how to get there, I start- 
ed off, but found I would have 
an hour’s wait for transporta- 
tion to arrive. 

A Cow in Exchange for 
Schooling 

The frontspiece of the book 
was a picture of its author — 
a metallic face with a square- 
cut white beard. The book wa 
divided not into chapters but 
links. I dipped into it. 

Asa was bound as an 
apprentice to a Daniel Parker, 
apparently a gentleman of 
the old near-brutal school, 
who drove his bound boys as 
he did his cattle. My eye sin- 
gled out a page pertaining to 
the value of money and 
exchangeable commodities in 
1799. 
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“My father, needing a cow, 
agreed with Mr. Parker to 
take one for $22, and I was to 
work for him for another 
year, or till the next May to 
pay for her, and I was to have 
winter schooling.” 

I skipped to page 31. “I once 
sold a load of wood to a man 
for a shilling more than Mr. 
Parker expected, and on 
reaching home, he gave the 
shilling to me, the greatest 
present he had ever made me. 
My spending money had 
before been confined to six 
and a quarter cents per year.” 

Plain Food but Plenty 

Such a monetary arrange-

out of the coach as the hostler 
changed horses. ”I walked on 
a head and met a man that 
surely deserves notice. He 
had driven an ox team, 


- loaded with tea, from Boston 


to Philadelphia. While reach- 
ing the latter place, peace 
was declared (this was during 
the War of 1812) and his load 
was not worth as much as 
when he started. Soon he 
received orders to take the 
load back. I inquired how far 
he traveled in a day. He said, 
‘I don’t know, but I can tell 
you so you can give a pretty 
near guess. I have put my 
oxen in that tavern yonder, for

Probably for that reason, I 
found him more or less reti- 
cent on the subject. He did 
say, however, that “Asy tried 
to sell my father a copy of his 
biography, but father said to 
him, ‘I don’t want none of 
your writin’ Asy. I know all 
there’s to know about ye!’” 
The blacksmith himself was 
a little boy when Sheldon was 
an old rheumatic figure, and 
the only thing he remembers 
is having often seen Asy ride 
by in a chaise driven by an 
old plug named Fremont, 


. which was as worn as the 


owner. When Asy prepared to 
mount, he would put his foot

ment seemed commensurate 
with the nature of the meals 
enjoyed by Asa at the time. 
He wrote: “In summer, brown 
bread and milk was the con- 
stant food for the whole fami- 
ly, morning and night. No 
butter was used except a little 
on Sunday. The winter ratioris 
were beef broth, with a little 
brown bread crumbled in, 
and for a change, bean por- 
ridge. Everything cooked 
went through the tea kettle, at 
one time, no matter how 
wealthy the family.” 

A few pages further, he tells 
us: “My clothes in summer 
were straw hat, tow shirt and 
tow trousers. I had no shoes 
until the ground began to 
freeze. Winter habiliments 
were striped blue and white 
woolen trousers, full cloth 
vest and jacket. I was never 
allowed an overcoat while I 
lived there, or a pair of boots. 
I was allowed but one pair of 
shoes for two years. Parker 
used to tell me, when going to 
get my foot measured, to put 
on two pairs of stockings and 
a the shoemaker to be sure

Ox as a Safety Bank 

I chuckled over this as I did 
over Asa’s ingenious way of 
Sree Sy Safety of his 
money while passing through 
the woods. He put the money 
in the ox’s ear, and no robber 
ever molested him. 

The cruel severity of old- 
fashioned New England win- 
ters is well-illustrated by an 
episode which Asa relates. “A 
Stage driver, seated on his 
box, was frozen stiff, with the 
Teins for the four horses 
clenched with a death grasp. 
The horses turned up to their 
accustomed hotel, when the 
driver retained his seat, 
much to the astonishment of 
the passengers, who were fas- 
tened in.” . 

No less interesting was the 
incident on the post road, 
Sa Sheldon, on merck 

rom New or: 
Philadelphia, stepped down 


two nights, and have not got 
there yet. I judged from what 
he told, he advanced about 
two miles a day.” 

A Prophet Without Honor 

Asa Sheldon’s homestead 
looked disappointingly new 
and well-kept, with its recent 
ells, its lightning rod and 
weather-vane. But the lovely 
giant elms ing were old 
enough to have afforded Asa’s 
ancestors protection from the 
sun. Pears, ripe on the trees, 
bore their limbs down so low 
they caressed the ground. 

Just two minutes walk fur-

FYI: a sliver of land was 
filled to create a walkway 
around the field. The field is 
not on the Baptist church 
property. Keyword: 
"FILLED". When the tree 
huggers find out that a vernal 
pool was filled in, will this 
have to be excavated and 
restored to original wetlands 
like the town officials make 
other people do? 

Regarding the need to elim- 
inate the softball field to 
squeeze the new school in, do 
the softball parents know that 
they will have to find trans- 
portation for their kids to play 


off site? Will the parents have 
to leave work early to drive 
their daughter or, with all the 
sex offenders listed in town 
on the library wall, will they 
just take a chance letting 
them walk? 

It is amazing that at no time 
was there ever a comprehen- 
sive list of itemized costs. The 
architect stated that there 
will be no work done that 
takes us into the oil. A knowl- 
edgeable architect would 
know about drainage require- 
ments and the large struc- 
tures needed for catch basins 
and manholes. These would 
put construction into the oil. 
The parking lot and drive- 
ways are over the oil spill 
needing drainage. The run off 
from the hill the senior center 
sits on and the underground 
water that flows under the 
swain school site toward the 
high school will present a new 
concern if the structurally 
sound high school is knocked 
down. This would allow water 
pressure to move the oil 
toward the baseball field. 
This will lead to tremendous 
costs over runs. Maybe this is 
why the ballot question is 
worded to basically give the 
town officials an open check 
book. Massive financial disas- 
ter! Proposition 2 1/2 was put 
into place to protect people 
from irresponsible govern- 
ment. Take Heed.

I'm back! Many interesting 
sightings since last article. 
Top of the list was an eagle, 
seen by me and others about 
a month ago, flying over 
Church St/Beacon St area. 
Above the eagle circling was 
a red tailed hawk. 

In NH over the summer, wit- 
nessed an osprey grabbing a 
large fish out of Ossipee 
Lake. Some local seagulls 
immediately harassed the 
osprey, who dropped his 
lunch back into the water. 
The fish was too big for the 
gulls and the osprey didn't 
come back. The osprey flew 
over our heads the next day. 
It is quite an impressive bird. 

I also have seen eagles at 
the lake (Ossipee); they are 
more common in recent 
years. Again at the lake this 
year, another pair of loons 
had two chicks. The loons 
only have two chicks per sea- 
son. This the third year in a 
row that I have seen a suc- 
cessful hatch, last time I saw 
the family group was first 
week in October. 

Heard before being seen 

were two groups of migrating 
Canada geese, about 50 in 
each group. These geese, 
unlike the local feral geese 
that frequent our sports 
fields, golf courses, cemeter- 
ies and any other grassy 
areas, fly very high in the 
classic “V” formation, mostly 
winter in Chesapeake Bay 
area. 
Our feral geese go where 
the snow pushes them, then 
return as snow cover melts. I 
am positive I saw a small 
group of blackpoll warblers, 
was standing in a brushy 
area behind my house wait- 
ing for my dog to scout out 
the area. I noticed these 
small birds moving through 
the low bushes. One of them 
came rather close to me, the 
sun was shining in right 
direction, this bird came 
within fifteen feet of me, 
stopped long enough for me 
to get a good look at it before 
it moved off. I checked my 
Peterson field guide and 
could only find one bird that 
looked like what I had seen. 
This was just a few weeks 
ago, the blackpoll warbler 
was already changing to win- 
ter plumage, with light green- 
ish breast with stripes. 

According to Audubon there 
are several species of birds 
that are decreasing in num- 


bers in Massachusetts. A cou- 
ple that were mentioned were 
the eastern meadowlark, 
which I have never seen. The 
ring-necked pheasant and the 
American kestrel, two birds 
which I have seen locally but 
in lesser numbers in recent 


years. 

Three bird species listed as 
increasing are the wild 
turkey, the red-bellied wood- 
pecker and the Carolina 
wren; all of which are very 
numerous in Wilmington. 
Audubon says habitat loss 
and toxins are a couple of 
causes for the loss in num- 
bers of American kestrels. 
Another reason is the grow- 
ing populations of larger 
hawks. The American 
kestrel, which is actually a 
falcon, hunts by hovering 
over open areas, searching 
for insects and small rodents. 
Hawks hunt by sitting on the 
higher branches of trees bor- 
dering open areas and when 
a suitable prey is spotted, 
such as a rodent, bird, even 
the American kestrel, the 
hawk drops down and grabs 
the prey in the air or on the 
ground. The American 
kestrel is just another food 
source to a larger hawk. If 
this happens during nesting 
season, you can imagine 
what will happen to kestrels 
in the nest waiting for an 
adult to return with food. 

Another bird listed as 
decreasing is the blue jay. I 
don't know about other areas 
but, the blue jay is very com- 
mon around Butters Row in 
Wilmington. Earlier this year 
I had counted 14 blue jays 
heading to my feeders. I do 
remember many years ago, 
there was a dramatic decline 
in blue jays. Speculation was 
that it had something to do 
with auto emissions. In 
recent years I’ve seen an 
increase in blue jays. 

Check out your area, see 
what birds you have. Send me 
an e-mail, we can do our own 
un-scientifie survey. 

Most all our regular sum- 
mer visitors were back this 
year, at least the ones I have 
seen. First week of May, the 
first Baltimore orioles were 
seen, preceded by, I would 
guess, thousands of robins. 

Everywhere I drove around 
in Wilmington, if there was 
grass, there were robins, 
sometimes several pairs. I 
received a call from Chestnut

Hawks and Hummingbirds; Hydrangeas and Butterflies

woodpecker, I should have 
gone down to try and see it. 


took down the tall dead elm 
stump, have heard but not 
seen the flicker. 

I noticed across side street 
from my house, the flicker 
cavity in another tall dead 
elm tree. 

I saw my first slate juncos 
last week in NH, they will be 
in our area shortly from their 
far northern summer range. 

Down at the recycling area 
on South Main St., the atten- 
dant told me about what he 
thought was a coopers hawk 
hanging out daily, sitting ona 
pole watching for a meal. The 
attendant mentioned that 
were no hummingbirds 
around his house. The hum- 
mingbird was one of the birds 
mentioned in Audubon report 
as ing in our area. 
Asked if he had a feeder at 
his house. He told me he did- 
n't. I told him he could get a 
hummingbird feeder at any 
hardware store for short 
money. I advised that he 
should get a feeder with ant 
trap on top. Ant trap is just a 
small reservoir on top of 
feeder that you fill with 
water. Water blocks ants 
from getting into sugar mix- 
ture in feeder. You can also 
get feeders at the big box 
stores. You do not need to buy 
the mixture to fill feeder, 
make it yourself. It’s simple, 
in a sauce pan, one part 
sugar, four parts water, bring 
to a boil, champagne glass, 
put it in the glass, add the 
mixture, place in your flower 
garden. Butterflies will thank 
you by feeding on them. Of 
course; you can always buy 
them made up. 

Because I leave suet in bas- 
kets year round, I had the 
usual hairy, downy and red- 
bellied woodpeckers all sum- 
mer, along with their young 
when they fledged. 

I haven't started to fill seed 
feeders yet. I want to make 
sure black birds have passed 
through. Black birds can 
clean out your feeders quick- 
ly. I saw large flocks in my 
area couple of weeks ago. 

With our mild weather, the 
birds have been doing well 
foraging for food. The cat- 
birds which were still around 
two weeks ago, seem to have

left the area. I have had 
many catbirds in my neigh- 
borhood this season, found 
one nest. 

Several robins nests. Robins 
have one or two nestings 
each year. Robins do not use 
same nest twice, they build a 
new one each time. 

Did everyone have a lot of 
chipmunks this year? 
Haven't seen any red squir- 
rels recently but, had about 
half a dozen beginning of 
summer. They took over a 
bird house. Saw one adult red 
drag a large baby out of bird- 
house and off into the trees. 
Birdhouse had a_ hinged 
front, after that I checked 
house and there were more 
reds in box. Gone now. 

I got a new Hydrangea this 
year from White Flower 
Farm. It is called Vanilla 
Strawberry. Only about 18 
inches tall first season, it had 
three blooms. The blooms 
start out white, then slowly 
turn strawberry colored. It is 
planted in front of my house, 
and it will be interesting 
watching this bush grow dur- 
ing the next several years. It 
can reach six feet, I will 
probably keep it pruned to 
about four feet. 

My other new flower this 
year is called a perennial 
sunflower. It blooms in 
October; I’m told it is’ very 
hardy. This perennial is also 
planted out front at the cor- 
ner of the driveway. It’s about 
sixteen inches high, and just 
starting to flower. I bought 
that plant at Rainbow Mums 
in Carlisle. 

One last thing. Did you folks 
follow the Decorah eagles? If 
you google "Decorah eagles" 
you will get all the contact 
information needed. This 
eagle site has been viewed 
millions of time. It is listed as 
being the most live viewed 
site ever. As of today, October 
16th, they showed a clip of 
one of the adult bald eagles 
coming back to the next with 
a fish for it's lunch. There 
are many other web cams at 
this site covering several 
hawks, falcons and owls. 
Check it out.

Four days after last fall’s 
event, Congress passed the 
Secure and Responsible Drug 
Disposal Act of 2010, which 
amends the Controlled 
Substances Act to allow an 
“ultimate user” of controlled 
substance medications to dis- 
pose of them by delivering 
them to entities authorized by 
the Attorney General to 
accept them. The Act also 
allows the Attorney General 
to authorize long term care 
facilities to dispose of their 
residents’ controlled sub- 
stances in certain instances. 
DEA has begun drafting reg- 
ulations to implement the 
Act, a process that can take 
as long as 24. months. Until 
new regulations are in place, 
local law enforcement agen- 
cies like Tewksbury Police 
Department and the DEA will 
continue to hold prescription 
drug take-back events every 
few months.

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Special Act Charter Committee 
meets with election officials

TEWKSBURY - On 
Thursday the Special Act 
Charter committee met to 
finalize language within the 
proposed new Town Charter. 
Committee Members also dis- 
cussed any concerns that had 
arisen. 

The committee plans to pre- 
sent the charter to the Board 
of Selectmen at their meeting 
on Tuesday. They reiterated 
much of the benefits that 
Tewksbury would see upon 
switching to a council-manag- 
er form of government. 

“Government will be more 
accessible to people who 
don’t go to town meeting,” 
said Richard O’Neill, a long 
serving member of the com- 
mittee and former Chairman 
of the Tewksbury School 
Committee. 

Much of the discussion was 
steered by residents and non- 
member officials who raised 
concerns with the document. 

“I have major concerns 
about the city form of govern- 
ment,” said Selectwoman 
Anne Marie Stronach. She 
asked the committee if they 
had pursued other avenues 
before selecting this form of 


government. 

O’Neill said they had. He 
said the committee had con- 
tacted officials from other 
towns that utilized the 
‘Representative Town 
Meeting, another option 
Tewksbury might have taken, 
however, the members 
expressed dissatisfaction with 
the style of government, and 
they encouraged the commit- 
tee to explore the council- 

er system. 

O’Neill, like the rest of the 
committee, was originally 
partial to the town meeting. 
But the outlook on its effec- 
tiveness was poor. Attendance 
by residents has dropped over 
the years—a figure he says is 
unlikely to change. 

“Attendance will get worse,” 
he said. 

“Town Meeting is in the 
process of eliminating itself,” 
said Elizabeth Carey, another 
member of the committee 
and a former Town Clerk for 
Tewksbury. 

The committee, at the end of 
the meeting, discussed the 
possibility of bringing the 
charter to the town’s various 
elected boards to see if they 
had any questions.

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into the mic, Caira asked a 
police lieutenant to remove 
him from the auditorium. The 
move was met with a number 
of cheers from residents and 
a few comments of “leave him 
alone.” MacDonald was at the 
microphone for seven min- 
utes, was the first resident to 
rise following the presenta- 
tion, and did not ask any 
questions. 

One person calling for 
MacDonald to be left alone 
was Representative James 
Miceli who said, “I don’t 
agree with him [MacDonald], 
but he’s got a right to be 
heard. I’ve never seen the 
police remove someone 
forcibly in all my experience. 
I never saw it done at the 
State House. I think that was 


in poor taste.” 
Caira defended the move, 
while agreeing that 


MacDonald has a right to be 
heard, Caira said he also has 
a responsibility to be respect- 
ful. 

“He began to attack individ- 
uals, and that, to me, is inap- 
propriate,” said Caira. 

Miceli later came to the 
microphone and lent his sup- 
port to the project.

as they go to the ballot box 
and town meeting in 
December. 

The total estimated project 
cost is $83.7 million with an 
estimated reimbursement of 
eligible costs from the 
Massachusetts School 
Building Authority of 52.47 
percent. 

Certain costs of the project, 
such as an artificial turf field 
at Alumni Stadium or demol- 


+, ishing the old building, are 


not eligible for reimburse- 


‘ment, but Caira advocated for 


the inclusion of the field in 
the project due to the lack of 
athletic field space in town 
and the resilience of field turf 
for multiple sports. 

The minimum reimburse- 
ment from the state is 48.47 
percent, with additional 
incentive points for sustain- 
able “green” design and 
appropriate maintenance 
capabilities. 

The local share of the pro- 
ject is estimated between $41 
and $46 million.

Proposition 2 % debt exclu- 
sion. If passed, the debt exclu- 
sion will authorize the town to 
raise funds in excess of levy 
limits temporarily. The fund- 
ing mechanism is the same 
used to fund the Public Safety 
Building and Wilmington 
Middle School. 

Based on the average resi- 
dential property value of 
$357,066 and a yearly tax bill 
of $4,242, the estimated aver- 
age cost to homeowners 
would be $159 annually with a 
3.2 percent interest rate over 
25 years. Financial advisors 
to the town indicated that 
with the town’s AA+ bond rat- 
ing the payment on a twenty- 
year note would range from 
$179 to $201. For a thirty-year 
note residents would see an 
interest rate of 3.35 with an 
average annual costs of $133 
to $150. 

Caira explained that the 
preferred choice right now is 
the twenty-five year term. 
Over that time, the first year 
payment would be $230 and 
the costs would decrease to a 
final payment by a homeown- 
er of $100. 

School Committee member 
Robert Hayes asked Caira 
and Superintendent Joanne 
Benton to speak about the 
decaying conditions of the 
school and the inability of it 
to meet the curriculum needs 
of high school students. Caira 
also talked about the favor- 
able bidding environment 
that exists today. Hayes 
called on the experiences of 
Tewksbury, which saw mil- 
lions of savings once the pro- 
ject went out to bid. 

Randi Holland, a member of 
the Planning Board and the 
Building Committee as well 
as an architect with 30 years 
of experience, noted that 
bringing the current school 
up to code would be greatly 
altered and would cost a third 
to two-thirds more than a new 
high school.

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End Watertown’s 36 game unbeaten streak 


Wildcats tie two-time state champs

For the past quarter centu- 
ry, Watertown has ruled the 
Field Hockey world. On 
Tuesday afternoon, the 
Wilmington High Wildcats 
ruined that domination. 

Since 1986 Watertown, the 
two-time defending state 
champions, has compiled a 
record of 496-30-45, which 
includes winning 11 Division 2 
State Championship titles 
and a combined record of 44 
0-2. Before Tuesday, 
Watertown was right on tar- 
get for another remarkable 
season with a 13-0-0 record, 
including a 6-2 stomping vic- 
tory over Wilmington in their 
first Middlesex League battle 
last month. 

But this second round battle 
was different - it was like 
Buster Douglas beating Mike 
Tyson. Think about this - 
Watertown has gone 496-30-45 
in the past 25 years, and 
Wilmington had just one win- 
ning season from 1997 to 2007 
before head coach Jodi 
Campbell took over, and now 
she has reeled off three 
straight. 

Wilmington jumped out to a 
2-0 lead and held on at the 
halftime break before 
Watertown scored twice in 
the second half, totally domi- 
nating play, but behind 
tremendous defense, the abil- 
ity to turn away 24 corners 
and 11 shots on net, the teams 
ended in a 2-2 tie — a truly 
remarkable accomplishment 
for Wilmington and perhaps 
the program’s biggest. point 
since the Wildcats were a 
powerhouse back when Jan 
Cassidy Wood ran the show 
with her 233-43-52 career 
record. 

Not only did Wilmington 
become the first team to 
squash Watertown’s unblem- 
ish record, but the Red 
Raiders came into the game 
with eight straight shut outs 
and had given up just two 
goals all season. 

Wilmington improved to 8-4- 
2 with the tie and more 
importantly qualified for the 
state tournament for the third 
straight season under 
Campbell. 

“We’ve had an OK season 
but we really hadn’t had a big 
thing, a big win and today 
here it is,” said Campbell. “I 
think if this happened at the 
start of the season, we would 
have a totally different 
record. I’m hoping with this 
tie that we’re starting to hit 
our plateau. We needed to get 
that fire going and we’re hop- 
ing that with this, we can 
really build on it once the 
state tournament starts.” 

Throughout this season, the 
Wildcats seem to have a 
track record of starting out 
very slow in games, only to 


pour it on later, usually in the 
second half. This time was 
different. 

“I think we just weren’t ner- 
vous going into the game,” 
said Campbell. “Whenever 
you play Watertown, the 
objective is just to make sure 
that the score doesn’t get run 
up - I mean that’s the attitude 
because they are always so 
good so you don’t want to get 
blown out. So I think we were 
just really relaxed and once 
we got that first goal, we 
were just so fired up.” 

Sophomore Amanda 
Richards scored the team’s 
first goal on a set up by 
senior Cristina Wilson, and 
then Wilson scored an unas- 
sisted goal making it 2-0 and 
leaving everyone in shock. 

“I could tell (Watertown 
head coach Eileen Donahue) 
was beside herself,” said 
Campbell. “Imean who 
could’ve believed that? We 
didn’t dominate in that first 
half but we played absolutely 
incredible.” 

But after the halftime 
break, it was Watertown who 
dominated the rest of the 
game. The Red Raiders had 
21 of their 24 corners in the 
second half and didn’t con- 
vert on a single one - another 
incredible feat. 

“We don’t give up 24 corners 
in six games combined,” said 
Campbell. “Watertown totally 
dominated the entire second 
half. We couldn’t get the ball 
out of our end andI think 
(forward) Cristina Wilson 
maybe touched the ball once 
or twice (during the 30 min- 
utes). My defense just played 
unbelievable. I mean 21 cor- 
ners is crazy - it’s just lots of 
running and (an offensive) 
corner is. you’re best chance 
to score because you have 
less feet within the circle and 
we held them off every time. I 
can’t say enough about the 
defense especially Courtney 
Cavanaugh, Katherine 
McKenna and Jill Hery, and 
then Ryanne Newhouse was 
huge on those corners as 
well.” 

Besides those four players 
helping out in the defensive 
end, goalie Casey Herra was 
up to task of taking on the 
two-time state champs. She 
made 11 saves, also a 
extremely high number for a 
field hockey game. 

“I was telling Casey after 
the game that the best sound 
is when you hear a shot hit 
the backboard of the net 
meaning you scored and with 
her it was the complete oppo- 
site because all I could hear 
was the shots going off her 
pads,” said Campbell. “She 
played very well. They were 
pounding her with shots and 
she was making so many 
great saves.”

+ At the start of the season, 
Wilmington High Golf team 
captain Jon Keough knew he 
and his team had a good 
chance to have a successful 
season.

Wildcats roar not too intimidating

As if playing through a wind 
swept rain storm just before 
halftime wasn’t bad enough, 
things got even worse for the 
Wilmington High Football 
team once the second half got 
under way Saturday after- 

noon at Alumni Field. 

After trailing just 7-0 at the 
half in their Middlesex 
League Small School Division 
debut against Wakefield, the 
Wildcats were unable to keep 
up with their new rivals in the 
second half, as they suffered 
a 35-7 loss to the Warriors in 
the league opener for both 
teams. 

Wilmington dropped to 2-3 
(0-1) on the season with the 
loss, while Wakefield 
improved to 5-1. 

The Wildcats were unable to 
contain the potent Wakefield 
rushing attack, as the 
Warriors had two runners go 
over 100 yards for the day. 
Meanwhile the Wildcats could 
never get their normally 
effective running game going 
at all, rushing for only 81 
yards in the game, 22 of 
which came on their final 
possession. 

In addition to having a 
tough time moving the ball, 
the Wildcats were also vic- 
timized by three turnovers, 
two of which led directly to 
Wakefield touchdowns. 

The first turnover of the 
game by Wilmington came 
moments after their defense 
had come up with a fine 
defensive stand, stopping 
Wakefield on a fourth down at 
the Wildcat 34 yard line late 
in the first quarter. 

Wilmington picked up a first 
down up to the 45 yard line, 
but a holding penalty moved 
them back and two plays 
later Wakefield’s Josh Puccio 
intercepted a Wildcat pass 
and returned it 30 yards to the 
Wilmington 15 yard line. 

Five plays later, and now 
early in the second quarter, 
the Warriors jumped on top 
on a two yard run by junior 
running back Dan Cardillo on 
a sweep to the left. The first 
of five Brian Auld extra 
points made the score 7-0 
with 10:34 left in the half. 

Wakefield controlled play 
for much of the first half, 
including recovering a 
Wilmington fumble on_ their 
next possession at the 
Wildcats 34 yard line and dri- 
ving all the way to the five 
yard line before John Parsons 
broke up a fourth down pass 
in the end zone. 

An Ed DeLucia interception 
stopped another Wakefield 
drive, but in the final two 
minutes of the half the 
Warriors drove from their 20 
yard line all the way down to 
the Wilmington 19 before the 
Wildcats defense stepped up 
and forced a 37 yard field goal

attempt into the wind and 
rain that had suddenly moved 
into the area. 

The big defensive plays 
allowed the Wildcats to go to 
the locker room down by only 
a touchdown, but coach Mike 
Barry knew his team could 
have been trailing by more. 

“T don’t think much changed 
between the first and second 
half,” Barry said. “We did 
not play well in the first half, 
but we just made some big 
plays on defense. In the sec- 
ond half we did not make 
those big plays.” 

Indeed, those big plays were 
missing for the Wildcats and 
as a result Wakefield scored 
on each of their possessions 
in the second half, the first 
on a 41 yard drive that was 
capped by a one yard run by 
Zach Bates (17 carries, 117 
yards) with 8:24 left in the 
third quarter. 

Another interception led to 


another score for Wakefield, 
this time on a much longer 
drive, as they moved 77 yards 
on six plays and scored on a 
four yard sweep to the right 
by Bates with 2:43 left in the 
third quarter. 

On that drive, and through- 
out the day, the Wildcats were 
doomed by poor tackling, as 
on ._ several occasions 
Wakefield runners were able 
to break several tackles to 
pick up extra yardage. 

That was partially due to 
the talented backfield that 
the Warriors boast, but Barry 
knows his team must do a 
better job of wrapping up the 
ball carrier. 

“The past couple of weeks 
we have had that problem,” 
Barry said. “At times we 
have had trouble getting off 
blocks, and then when we do 
get off our blocks we are not 
able to make tackles.” 


Wilmington scored their

It was a game that the win- 
ner would take a comfortable 
seat in the driver’s position of 
the Middlesex League Small 
School Conference.

GRADE: ** 


This film bills itself as a 
prequel to John Carpenter’s 
1982 classic ‘The Thing’, 
and it is - at least for the 
first 40 minutes or so. After 
that, it’s basically a remake, 
reverential at times to the 


original. 
Paleontologist Kate 
Lloyd (Mary Elizabeth 


Winstead) has traveled to 
the desolate region for the 
expedition of her lifetime. 
Joining a Norwegian scien- 
tific team that has stumbled 
across an extraterrestrial 
ship buried in the ice, she 
discovers an organism that 
seems to have died in the 
crash eons ago. But it is 
about to wake up. 

When a simple experi- 
ment frees the alien from its 
frozen prison, Kate must 
join the crew's pilot, Carter 
(Joel Edgerton), to keep it 
from killing them off one at 
a time. And in this vast, 
intense land, a parasite that 
can mimic anything it 
touches will pit human 
against human as it tries to 
survive and flourish. 

In the opening sequence 


of Carpenter’s “The Thing,” 
an American research team 
stationed in Antarctica is 
interrupted by a pair of hel- 
icopters with Norwegian 


_men in them who are franti- 


cally attempting to kill a 
malamute that is running 
through the snowy terrain. 

Trying to make sense of 
the situation, Kurt Russell’s 
R.J. MacReady and 
Richard Dysart’s Dr. 
Copper get in their own 
chopper to fly to the 
Norwegians’ remote out- 
post, and once they land 
they find the entire com- 
pound vacant and in utter 
ruins. 

During their  walk- 
through, the two stumble 
upon, among many other 
disturbing and perplexing 
things, the frozen corpse of 
an individual who hastily 
sliced his own wrists and 
throat. Completely flabber- 
gasted, Copper turns to 
MacReady and asks, “My 
God, what the hell hap- 
pened here?”

many others. 
Taking over Kurt 


Russell’s role as the self- 
appointed leader is Mary 
Elizabeth Winstead’s pale- 
ontologist Kate Lloyd; who 
is recruited by Dr. Sander 
Halverson _ (Ulrich 
Thomsen) and his assistant 
Adam (Eric Christian 
Olsen) to join a Norwegian 
group of researchers in 
Antarctica that has just 
uncovered something that 
will change humanity forev- 


er. 

Upon arriving at their 
destination, the crew 
becomes privy to the secret: 
The structure is an alien 
spacecraft that is 100,000 
years old and the specimen 
is an extraterrestrial pre- 
served in the ice. 

‘After transporting the 
seemingly dead creature to 
the base, Halverson, against 
the advice of Kate, elects to 
drill a hole into the giant ice 
cube to get a tissue sample. 
All seems right as the 
explorers throw an alcohol- 
fueled celebration to honor 
their monumental feat, but 
the party is soon over when 
the shape-shifting organism 
breaks free from its shack- 
les and starts brutally pick- 
ing off everyone in its path. 

The aspect that differen- 
tiates “The Thing” from 
other monster movies is 
that it not only slays its prey 
in gruesome ways, it also 
replicates the appearance of 
everything it kills. So the 
audience, as well as all the 
characters, never truly 
know who’s the alien and 
who’s really who they say 
they are. 

First time feature direc- 
tor Heijningen sets up some 
good scares and the special 
effects crew go above and 
beyond the call of duty, 
introducing a new genera- 
tion of “Thing” fans to some 
really gruesome sights. 


“REAL STEEL” 
GRADE: *** 


A gritty, white-knuckle, 
action ride set in the near- 
future where the sport of 
boxing has gone high-tech, 
Real Steel stars Hugh 
Jackman as Charlie Kenton, 
a washed-up fighter who 
lost his chance at a title 
when 2000-pound, 8-foot-tall 
steel robots took over the 


ring. 
Now nothing but a small- 
time promoter, Charlie 


earns just enough money 
piecing together low-end 
robots from scrap metal to 
get from one underground 
boxing venue to the next. 
When Charlie hits rock bot- 
tom, he reluctantly teams 
up with his estranged son 
Max (Dakota Goyo) to build 
and train a championship 
contender. 

As the stakes in the bru- 
tal, no-holds-barred arena 
are raised, Charlie and 
Max, against all odds, get 
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one last shot at a comeback. 

In “Real Steel,” I was 
anticipating computer-gen- 
erated mayhem that was as 
soulless as the robots 
onscreen. But like a sucker 
punch from the blind side, 
what it was instead was a 
tender tale about a father 
bonding with his long-ago 
abandoned son. 

Instead of a feature 
that’s overly reliant on spe- 
cial effects, instead it plays 
heavy on the emotions. 

Another star of the film 
is Atom, one of the fighting 
robots. One of the more 
interesting aspects of the 
story is that Atom’s origins 
remain unknown. He’s an 
older-generation robot and 
built as a sparring partner - 
he can take a bunch of hits, 
but is small and weak. 

The champ is a robot 
named Zeus, who has never 
lost a fight, and never had 
an opponent go beyond the 
first round. But his owners 
clearly fear Atom, and we 
don’t know why. 

Jackman is lovable as a 
the dad, Goyo dislays charm 
as his son, and the robot 
battles are legitimately 
thrilling to watch. 


“50/50” 
GRADE: *** 


Inspired by a true story, 
50/50 is a story about friend- 
ship, love, survival and find- 
ing humor in unlikely 
places. 

Joseph Gordon-Levitt 
and Seth Rogen star as best 
friends whose lives are 
changed by a cancer diag- 
nosis in this new comedy 
directed by Jonathan 
Levine, from a script by Will 
Reiser. 50/50 is the story of a 
guy's transformative and 
sometimes funny journey to 
health - drawing its emo- 
tional core from Will 
Reiser's own experience 
with cancer and reminding 


us that friendship and love, - 


no matter what bizarre 
turns they take, are the 
greatest healers. 

"50/50" tries hard to be a 
romance and buddy flick, a 
comedy and cancer drama. 
The movie will likely be a 
huge crowd-pleaser, if the 
crowd can get past the 
whole cancer thing. Cancer 
movies are typically sad 
affairs, but "50/50" contains 
more than enough humor to 
ease the sadness - with 
characters you end up car- 
ing about, giving the story 
some drama. The jokes mix 
perfectly with deep 
thoughts like ‘Will I be alive 
this time next year? Or even 
tomorrow?’ 

The.movie doesn’t hit you 
over the head with any big 
moments regarding cancer 
and those that live with the 
disease. There’s plenty you 
can take away from the film 
in that category if you are 
looking for it, but you aren’t 
forced to swallow any Big 
Messages. If all you are 
looking for is a sweet, some- 
times funny movie about 
characters you will care 
about, this is the movie for 
you.

“'.. the board heard a pres- 
entation by Town Assessor Bill 
Boatwright, who said that 
property in Reading has been 
assessed at a rounded figure 
of $3,762,000,000. 

“Boatwright said that if the 
Selectmen follow tradition and 
set a uniform tax rate of 1 for 
all residential and commer- 
cial properties, then a home- 
owner with an average single 
family home in Reading 
(average value of $444,375) 
can expect to see a 3.16 per-

cent increases in property 
taxes, or $192.56. 

“The owner of an average 
commercial property in 
Reading, valued at $1,561,524, 
would see a 5.30 percent 
increase, or an additional 
$1,113.75 in taxes. 

“If a split rate is adopted, 
then graphs shown last night 
point out that commercial 
property owners begin to take 
on a higher tax burden ... 

“The Selectmen are 
required to adopt a residential 
factor each year, which 
assigns a percentage to resi- 
dential property and deter- 
mines how the tax levy will be 
divided among property class- 
es. Historically, Reading has 
adopted a residential factor of 
one, which means that all 
properties are taxed at the 
same rate. 

“The reasoning behind this 
line of thinking has historical- 
ly been: over 90 percent of the 
properties in Reading are res- 
idential; lowering the residen- 
tial tax rate would increase 
the commercial tax rate, as 
the town must achieve the 
same tax levy total whether it 
comes from residential or 
commercial properties; neigh- 
boring communities who tax 
at different rates typically 
have a greater proportion of 
commercial and industria] 
property than Reading.”
